on THE PIGFCRD FAMILY, Dr. Russell Clarke 
Pigford had his manuscript typed, but 

died on the day (June 1, 1967) the finished 
product was to be taken to the printer. It 
was originally to have been lithographed 
instead of mimeographed. . 


In a letter to this typist dated Sunday 

19 SEPT 1965, Dr. Pigford wrote: I have 

a method....I want you to have a complete

Old North State, The Turpentine State, The Ireland of Amer- 
ica, The. Rip Van Winkle State, The Tar Heel State, a vale of 


humility between two mountains of conceit (Virginia and South | 


Carolina), and more recently Variety Vacation Land are connota- 
tions that at one time or another have been used to describe the 


state of North.

PENDER COUNTY 


New Hanover County was the parent county of Pender County, 
established 1875. 


Pender County is of prime importance to those whose special 
interest is the locale of the early Pigfords. Statements in the 
ensuing pages taken from family records, legal documents, grave- 
stones and wills leave little to be desired in establishing this 


fact. 


Figure 3 shows the location of Sills Creek. Sills Creek is 
mentioned in the will of William 2igford Gl (Lost Billie) (qeve). 
He owned land on both sides of this short stream that rises in 


. the Penderlea area and empties into Rockfish Creek, a tributary 


of Northeast Cape Fear river. "William Pigford Jr G2 received a 
grant of 100 acres in New Hanover County on head of Sills Creek 
dated June 7, 1799 (entered May 1, 1780)." - 


Sills Creek is also mentioned in the will of John Edward 
Pigford G2 clause 18 (q.v.). In this clause is also mentioned 
land of Edward that adjoins land of William Pigford. 


So far the graves of William Pigford Gl and his wife Sarah 
have not been located. Apparently they never left the 
area of their original home. It is reasonable to consider that 
they are buried in unmarked graves in the Penderlea area, per- 
haps in the cemetery at Penderlea that is known as Potts Memorial 
Cemetery which encompasses The Old Pigford Cemetery where Edward 
G2 and his wife Isabella Lamb are buried. 


The Potts Memorial Church is a part of the Potts Church - 
Potts Memorial Cemetery complex. A few hundred yards west of 
this complex is a large clump of oak trees. This site was 
pointed out to Anniebelle Mann G5 Southerland by her mother 
Eugenia Pigford G4 Mann as the site of Oak Hill the home of 


 Eugenia's grandfather Edward Pigford G2, This magnificent home 


was built by Edward. It burned to the ground a number of years

Mississippi, the 20th state, was admitted to the Union Dec- 
ember 10, 1817. It was the second state to secede in 1861 and 
was readmitted to the Union in 1870. 


Settlers moved into the State in the late 1700's. They 
settled along the mississippi River and in the rich delta land 
in the western part of the state, and along the Gulf Coast. 


After statehood a few immigrants, chiefly farmers from Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas, ventured into the central and eastern 
sections of the state. But their numbers were limited by the un- 
friendly Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians upon whose lands they were 
encroaching. 


In 1830 representatives of the United States Government and 
of the Choctaw Nation met on the bank of Dancing Rabbit Creek 
what in 1966 is Noxubee County Mississippi. At this meeting on 
28 Sep 1830 the Treaty of Dancing Rabbit Creek was signed. The 
Choctaws ceded all of their lands west of the Tombigbee River to 
the United States, and agreed to move west to Indian Territory 
(now a part of Oklahoma). 


Following this treaty there was a large influx of farm peo- 
ple to the rich gumbo land of the Tombigbee valley and the alluv- 
ial deposits of soil in eastern Mississippi. 


/.. LAUDERDALE COUNTY MISSISSIPPI 


Lauderdale County is located about midway between. the north 
and south borders of the state. Its eastern border is the state- 
line between Mississippi and Alabama. 


Lauderdale County was established 23 December 1833,. three 
years after the. signing of the Treaty of Dancing Rabbit Creek. 
It was named in memory of Colonel James Lauderdale who was killed 
in the Battle of New Orleans 8 January 1815. 


A4 number of farming people had moved into the area before 
Lauderdale County became a political entity. These people with 
few exceptions were from the eastern Seaboard, notably the Coastal 
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72 PIGFORD FAMILY ` 


Plains Section of North Carolina. They wasted no time in settl- 
ing down and building permanent homes in this new county. 


&mong the early settlers were Mary Ellen (Maulsie) Pigford 
G3 daughter of Jacob Pigford G2 and her ‘husband James M Bond, 
and Elizabeth Wells widow of Timothy Pigford G3 and her family. 


The county was built on agriculture. The chief crops were 
King Cotton, corn, oats, potatoes, peas and sugar cane, and a 
variety of vegetables and fruits. The land has been heavily 
timbered with pine, oaks of several varieties, hickory, gum, 
beech, chestnut, poplar and sycamore. «ater supply has been ` 
adequate, although the Crops are dependent upon the vagaries of 


the weather. 


In the mid 1960's cattle growing had become a profitable 
enterprise, Hanufacturing also was increasing in this period.

| . The First Settlers 


It is not known how long Indians lived in the vicinity of 
Toomsuba, but there must have been a village here because of 
broken pottery that has been found, and the arrow heads, also’ ! 
found here, are evidence of hunting and fighting carried on by 
these Indians. SC? : 


These Indians were Choctaws because this was a part of the 


Choctaw Nation, and not very far from Pushmataha's home in Old 


Town or Alamucha. Tradition says that an Indian's white horse 
fell in the creek. The Choctaws named the creek Toomsuba, which 
means “Drowned Horse." After the Treaty of Dencing Rabbit Creek 
of 1830, the Choctaw Nation was ended and the majority of Indians 
moved to their reservations in the West. l 


The first settlers of whom any knowledge is known, came to 


7 what is now Toomsuba in. about the year 1832. These first set- 


tlers were: Neal McLaurin and children -- Colonel John R., Mary, 
and two other daughters; Jim Keeton (the writer's great, great, 
great uncle); Duncan Kelly; a ir.

Transportation 
This Little village was known as McLaurin Station after the 
railroad was built and the first Post Office was established. In

In the early days oxen were used mostly for work because of 
the roughness and toughness of the new and uncultivated earth. As 
the years passed by, the work speeded.up by the bringing of the 
mule. The slow oxen went out of use. Horses were used for rid- 
ing and to pull carriages, buggies and surreys, Den. a heavy 

-Load of merchandise, such as cotton, was to be carried to Neri- 
dian, oxen were used because of their strength. Ihe trip was 

. about 15 miles and usually started about two or three o'clock in 
the afternoon. It always took a day and a half to make the round 
trip with oxen. One usually camped at sundown on the outskirts 
of Meridian. The next morning they went on into Meridian to sell 
their merchandise, make purchases and then return home. A horse 
-drawn buggy could make the trip to Meridian in three hours. To- 
day a car makes the trip in twelve to fifteen minutes. 


© 1. In 1919 the gravel road was built which was a great im- 
provement. The new concrete highway was completed in 1923. This 
highway, U. S. 1l and 80, runs east and west through Toomsuba. 
Me, Re. ive Charles, who died in 1931, gave some two miles of his 
. best land for this. About 1857 the M. and O. (Mobile and Ohio) 
Railroed was brought into Lauderdale County. This road first 
ran from ieridian to Selma, Alabama, and was called the Selma 
oO I loc 2 
hen the Selma Road was built, a contractor. named Scott. 
from Virginia and his. slaves came to dig a cut through the 
range of hills between. Toomsuba and Russell. This work was rush- 
ed because of the war and was completed in about 1862. Scott 
and his slaves were still in the vicinity when: the. war. ended. 

By law all the slaves were named after their masters. Some of 
these slaves stayed and have descendants here today by the name 
of Scott. The old cuts were dug through the hills to a depth 
of about 72 feet, and the road bed was made level over valleys 
of equal depth. In 1869 the Alabama Great. Southern Railroad 

. was. built from Chattanooga, Tennessee, and joined the Selma 
Road.at York, Alabama. The: A. Ge S, bought the Selma Road bed 
from York to Heridian; later they bought all of the Selma Road. 


Schools and. Churches. 
In the early days it was hard to get school teachers. The 
„only. high school education was in Meridian or some other city. 
„As this was very expensive, few could afford. it. : l 


on 
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In the years of 1865 to 1870 Captain, C. Day of Old Marion 


^ taught a high school in Toomsuba that was known as the Academy. 
` He was a very good teacher and the Academy was well known. The 


cyclone of arch 3, 1893 blew down the building, but it was re- 
built. bout 1895 or 1896 Dr. e C. Black,Jr., reorganized the 
high school and put on an extra teacher. Several years later, 
in order to prevent a certain individuel from getting control, 


. the school was moved to what is now known as the Cooper residence. 
. School continued there for two or three years and then was moved 


to where the uimberly residence now stands, In 1927 the school 
was consolidated with other schools and was named the Dixie High- 
way High School. hat was known as the Academy is now the Masonic 


The Presbyterians had a house of worship about 1834. This 
church wes located at what is now an oak grove in the front yard 
of the eich residence. There was a balcony for the slaves. Be- 
cause of their strict doctrines, these eerly Presbyterians were 


called the Old Line Blue Stocking Presbyterians. In 1883 this 
church was moved to its present site. The flooring and sills in 


the Prosbyterian Church were hand cut. Upon close inspection the 
pegs of the first building can be found cut off in those heavy 

hand hewn sills. The floor boards are hand hewn and nailec down 
with long square headed iron nails. In 1925 the west side of the 


. church was extended for Sunday School rooms and concrete steps 


built at the entrance. The Methodists and Presbyterians have al- 


ways worshipped together. 


The Baptists organized in 1884 and built their church in the 
back of what is now the Jackson Keeton residence. The cyclone 
of March 3, 1893 also blew down this church. It was rebuilt on 
the south side of the gravel highway and southwest of the Presby- 
terian Church. It was later moved across the highway to its 
present site. The two churches and the Masonic Lodge are all in 
a row facing the highway. The cemetery is on the east side of 
the Presbyterian and Methodist church. ` 


Civil. ar Days: 


In February of 1864 General Sherman marched his troops from 
Vicksburg to Zeridian and remained there about one week. The 
Confederate troops retreated ahead of Sherman and passed through 
Toomsuba on their way to Chattanooga. Sherman sent out scouts 


. in groups of four to raid the country side. Then he sent out 


scouts to tear up the railroads. One group went up the H, and O. 
as far as Lauderdale, then down to Enterprise; another group went 
as far east as Kelly's ood Yard (Smith Spur) on the Southern 
Railroad. They stacked the crossties and put the rails on top. 
The crossties were set on fire. The rails got hot and bent to 
the ground which made them useless. The Yankees burned Kelly's 
wood Yard because it was a refueling station for wood burning 
trains. 
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Sherman. ordered that only public buildings were to be burned, 


but a.few privately owned ones were burned such as mills, gins, 
-:a hotel: in Meridian, and the privately owned Kelly's dood Yard. 
_-The. Government: later paid. the:damages for the hotel. SO

. four scouts did not bother him because of his being so sick, but

ten the slaves were freed, they had nowhere to go and no 

one to look to for help, so they wanted to stay with their 
"iarsters", but their masters were hard up since all their food 

had been taken or destroyed. Enough food had not been raised 
during the war, and all the money they had was Confederate money 
which was useless. These former masters told the Negroes that they 
were free, and that they could go wherever they wanted to, but that 
thoy would need some one to work their crops and if they wanted to 


they could stay on and work just as they did before they were 


freed and in the fall when the crops were harvested that they 
would divide the crops with them. This they were glad to do and 
so began the new practice of share cropping.  . | 


A Typical Plantation 


Once the center of Lauderdale County for picnics, barbecues, 
and parties was the old plantation of Captain Peter Bozeman. 


‘Captain Bozeman and his family came to Toomsuba in 1836. In 1854 


he started building his home. He put up a water mill on the creek 
and there his slaves cut the lumber for the house with a one- 
tooth cross cut saw. It usually took about one hour to cut one 
board. These hand dressed boards are 24 to 26 inches wide and run 
the entire length of each room. The doors were hand made and put 
together with pegs. This was excellent carpentry work as they are 
firm and stout today and only a few grooves show the hand dressing. 
The foundation and framing are also in perfect shape today. The 
foundation is so firm that when one side of the house sank a few 
inches, several years ago, and was jacked up, the whole house 


. moved. On the south lawn were the slave quarters. On the west 


side and facing the house, but a good distance away and separat- 
ed from the house by the large water oak grove, was the turpen- 
tine still. On the east side and back of the house on the hill 
side, was an Indian burying ground. Every few years the Choctaws 
would return to bury the bones of their deceased and revered 
ancestors. 


In 1854 a water oak was planted in the front yard and named 
Dollie Dodson after a young man's sweetheart. Just before they 


.were to have been married, she died and a song was written about 
' them and named Dollie Dodson. A few years ago this tree had to 


be cut down for it had grown so large that the limbs knocked 


‘shingles off the roof when the wind blew. 


This plantation was bought from Mr. Bozeman by Mr. Nell King. 


In 1931 Mr. T. H. Hodge bought it from Hr. King. Mr. Hodge. has 


done much in restoring this old colonial home to its former beauty. 


‘Modern conveniences, such as water works and electricity, and re- 
‘modeling has done much in making this old house comfortable. 


The house is now painted white and its two stories can be seen 
for quite a distance away. ` There was a six foot passageway from 
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the house to the kitchen and dining room, which has been made 


into.a large dining room. There are five bedrooms, a living 
room, an upstairs sitting room, a hall, two baths, two stairs, 


dining room, kitchen, and back and front porches. There was an 
.upstairs porch but it was. torn down. when the house was being 
.remodeled. The front porch runs the entire length across the 
front of the house and is ten feet wide. The banisters are hand 
made and. of an old and odd-grill work pattern. There were six 


large poplar wood columns, but two were torn down leaving four. 


i The front yard is shaded by four rows of large water oaks 


. that extend all the way. to the road. . There are-now over 2,000 


plants and shrubs in the yard that were planted by lr. Hodge, 
It is said that there is not a flower, shrub or tree in Lauder- 
dale County that is not found in his. yard or in the natural 
woods close by. with the house belong 450 acres of good land. 
There are two fish.ponds near by. The:springs on the hill side 


"back of the house are used to irrigate the yard in dry weather. 


One hundred and forty acres are now in cultivation and the rest 


"e sin pasture and woods. 


` Miscellancous. 


Ihe wealthiest and latgest slave owners in | this section. 
did not live right in Toomsuba. However, Toomsuba was well 
represented as far as wealth was concerned. About five miles 


. southeast of Toomsuba was the plantation of Dr. J. P. .ielch who 
' was the richest and largest slave owner. Next in order came Col- 
 onel Durr. His plantation was in a northwest direction from Toome 

suba, He was one of the first settlers that came to Toomsuba in 

 about- 1832. Next came Bill Cole up at Daleville. These men 
were not only: the richest but were the best slave owners and 

“managers. | 


About three miles west of Toomsuba on the old Stee bed 
are several abandoned lignite mines. These mines were very: 
active about the time the first trains used this old road. 

The lignite was loeded on dump cars inside of the mines, then 


rolled on' side tracks for the trains to take to Meridian. It 
.was grcund up into a powder and used as a filler in fertilizer. 
© The Government investigated and found that.it was not worth what 


the farmers were paying for it, so the.mills and mines closed 
down, - Some years later it was discovered. that. robbers were us- 
ing these mines as a hiding place for their stolen goods. 


- The band of: ‘robbers that worked the South: from South Caro- 
lina to Texas was known as the James’ Copeland. Clan. In each 


“neighborhood they had clansmen to leave their stolen goods with. 
"These clansmen sold the goods so the ones that did the stealing 


were .not^funning as great a risk of being caught. There were 
vend ees in Toomsuba, names withheld. fos 
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There was not much dancing done in Toomsuba, except at 
‘weddings; then they usually danced all night. However, dancing 
was very popular down at Alamucha. On the fourth of July big 
barbecues and picnics were held, and everyone for miles around 
came, 


On the night of Harch 3, 1893, guests from lieridian came 
out to the Keeton home in Toomsuba for dinner. It was a rainy 
and windy night but no one thought much of the weather and all 
were having a good time at the dinner table. Just as the clock 
struck six, a knock was heard at the door. There stood a pale 
and frightened neighbor with the news that Toomsuba had been 
blown away by a cyclone. By only the distance of a few hundred 
feet these people at dinner had been missed by that destructive 
cyclone, Almost all of the houses and stores were gone, but 
only one life was lost, that being a young child. Many were 
injured but they all recovered. The Keeton store was blown away. 
weeks later people from Alabama were still bringing merchandise 
and papers to Jack Keeton. The cyclone had sucked everything 
up and let it down some miles east of Toomsuba. 


In ER the census resorted a population of e In 
1940, 350. This number has been increased by at least fifty saw 
mill people that have recently moved in.

 TOOMSUBA'S PART DURING THE CIVIL AR 
TOLD BY 4. C. ROGERS 


Early in 1861, iir. Peter Bozeman of Toomsuba, inississippi, 
Lauderdale County, was ordered to make up a company of volun- 
teers for service in the ‘jar between the States. The following 
is the list of the men as I remember the names: Captain Peter 
Bozeman, Hugh Cameron, T. S, Pigford, John Page, John Brown, 


Isaac Brown, Herrin Satcher, ‘sesley Satcher, Andrew Satcher, 


Bill Sims, Hanry Sims, -jallace iicElroy, and Bruce McElroy. 


Those men and about 85 others were organized into a com- 
pany and Peter Bozeman was elected Captain. They volunteered 
for twelve months service. On the first of May the captain 
got orders to be ready by the 14th. So, on the 14th of May, 
1861, the company assembled at the captain's house and, after 
bidding farewell to mothers, fathers, sisters and sweethearts, 
they marched to Lockhart Station on the ii. and O, Railroad. 
The A. G. S. road had not been built at that time. 


The company took the train at Lockhart and went to Corinth, 


Mississippi, and while there the 13th Regiment of mississippi 
Volunteers was organized. Mr. Barksdale of near Jackson was 
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. of the ten companies that made up the 13th regiment commanded 
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elected colonel, There were teh companies of one hundred. men 
each. The "Pettus Guards", made up at Marion Station, were. 

.in the l3th regiment. “hen Barksdale's office as colonel ex- 
“pired, hiac ihitaker was elected Colonel of the 13th regiment.

'- regiment had to march in double quick time for many hours. to reach 


the battle field. The battle of tianassas was afterwards called 
the Battle of Bull Run, as. there was a creek running through the 
"grounds by that name, | "E 


From this time on, the 13th regiment was with the Army of 
Northern Virginia and was in all the fighting that took place 
until the close of the war. ; | 


It is to be rememberei that Captain Bozeman's company vol- 
unteered for one year's service. So, on the 14th of May, 1862, 
their time was out. They were asked to re-volunteer for the bal- 
ance of the war. dith the exception of a very few, the whole 

' company volunteered to remain in the war, Captain Bozeman and 
I. S. Pigford came home. T. S. Pigford was called out later and 
he, with Allen Pope, “illiam Sims, Joel isolphus, C. F. Shannon, 
Harvey iicGrew, Elijah Stephens, and many others of Lauderdale 
County joined General Forest's Cavalry. . 


Captain Bozeman's company was made up of the best men in 
this community. ` The “Pettus Guaris", macle up of the men of 


Marion Community, were of the same type of men. In fact, all 
" By Colonel Barksdale were known as the "Banner Regiment," 


As has been stated, after Captain Bozeman!s time was out, 
Hugh D. Cameron was elected captain of Bozeman's company. 
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OTHER COMMUNITIES IN LAUDERDALE COUNTY MISSISSIPPI 
IN THE LATE 1800's and EARLY 1900's 


Facts of interest may be found in the following notes con- 
cerning other Lauderdale County Communities.

' TONIC MISSISSIPPI - (Information furnished by Addie Lee Pigford 


GS ells) About 1895 ir. Berry Boutwell was operating a store 


in a small community which was located on the Alabama Great 


Southern (later Southern) Railroad. The residents decide? that 
the community should have @ name. Someone (perhaps in jest) 
mentioned Tonic. Others agreed that Tonic would be appropriate. 
Tonic then became the accepted name. 


Later a lumberman, a kr. Smith, used the railroad spur for 
loading lumber. The community then became known as Smith Spur, 
by which name it was still known in 1966 at the time of this 
writing. 


LOCKHART MISSISSIPPI - This community in 1964, claiming only 
two families, was in the late 1800's and early 1900's an active 
little village. 


The accounts of the year of establishing Lockhart are con- 
flicting. According to one, Lockhart was established in 1830 
as a stop on the M&O RR. This is erroneous, since the north- 
ward construction of the railroad had reached Marion seven miles 
south in 1855.. ) 


There are also conflicting stories as to naming of the 
"stop" on the railroad. The most plausible explanation was 
given by Kargaret (Maggie) Lockhart Kennedy-»ilder who wrote 
that Lockhart was named for her great grandfather, a Mr. Lock- 
hart, a builder (probably a construction foreman) of the part 
of the railroad that passed through his hometown of Lauderdale. 


Lockhart was established on the site of Coosha, a Choctaw 


‘Indian village. 


One and one half miles northwest on Lost Horse Creok is 
the site of Jussong Cemetery where are buried the half breed 
descendants of Pierre Juzon who married a niece of Pushmataha, 
Choctaw Chieftan, and whose family had owned the land. A mound 
was excavated by representatives of the Smithsonian Institute 
without significant findings.

During her childhood Eugenia Pigford G4 lived with her 
widowed mother Susan Matilda Gavin Pigford at Cedar Hill. Her 
winters were spent in the spacious home of her Aunt Isabella 
Jane Freeman and husband Dr Freeman, in ‘/ilmington. It was 
the custom of the Freemans to host the children of Isabella 
Jane's brothers so that they might attend private schools in 
Vilmingtone The Freemans were known affectionately by the | 
children.as Aunt and Uncle Freeman. 

It was at the Freeman's home that Eugenia met her future 
husband Edward Mam an orphan who was adopted at the age of 
five years by the childless Freemans. (Edward Mann the adopted 
was permitted to retain his surname.) 
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From the autograph album of Eugenia Pigford G4 Mann given 
to her by her grandmother Charity Chestnut Gavin when Eugenia 
was 5 years of age, this was written upon the departure of 
Eugenia's parents James Bradley and Susan Matilda Gavin Pigford 
to travel by stage to visit Susan's sister Sallie and her hus- 
band in Arkansas (ca 1857): 
"Dear Eugenia, These lines wili be for you to look upon when the 
hand that drew them will be still, and, the body that nerve its 
action, will be passed away, but the mind that composed them will 
be still living; in the full assurance of faith in the redeemer, 
be in the realms of glory. And may it be your happy lot to be in 
the full possession of the one thing needful, journeying on to 
the goodly paradise, where Jesus forever dwells. Then when your 
earthly career is finished, and your frail body is consigned to 
its narrow home, your spirit will pass to the realms of glory, 


to dwell in happiness and bliss.

Dr William Elisha Freeman husband of Isabella Jane Pigford 
G3 received his MD in 1846. He was a highly successful practi- 
tioner of medicine in Wilmington. He and his wife maintained a 
magnificent home facing on Front Street between Chestnut and 
Mulberry overlooking the stately Cape Fear. 

Lucy Isabelle (LuBelle) Brown G5 wrote 1 Mar 1960 "My dear 
and much loved and admired Grandmother, Mrs, William Elisha 
Freeman, wife of Dr W E Freeman of Wilmington, North Carolina, 
was Isabella Jane Pigford. Her name was given to me and I have 
always honored it. ----I am quite unable to recall her father's 
name, only that he was a very wealthy planter and slave owner,--- 

"Grandmother was a beautiful woman, even in age. She must 
have been quite ravishing in youth. Very tall and stately she 
was like a queen or grand duchess, or like they should be and 
rarely are. She was a most unusual type; clear olive complexion, 
raven black hair, and eyes as blue as gentians. After what you 
wrote about the supposed Irish origin of the family I see why the 
black hair and blue eyes. The olive skin probably derived from 
another strain. 

"Over the distant years (LuBelle was eighty four years of 
age at the time of this writing Mar 1960) I recall hearing Grand- 
mother saying to my mother with a complete absence of sel f-con- 
sciousness ‘Katie, I was considered the handsomest elderly lady 
at the Springs.'" 

Isabella Jane travelled extensively. 

In writing further about the family LuBelle stated "On 
looking back, it seems to me that all the family were what in 
those days would have been considered wealthy people." 

After the Civil War Dr Freeman and wife Isabella Jane Pig- 
ford each year generously accepted for the winter months the 
housing and general care of the children of her brother for 
tutoring in the private schools of Wilmington. Thus, each win- 

ter their spacious home was a “Beehive of activity." At least 
one romance budded there during this period. See Eugenia Pig- 
ford G4 dtr of James Bradley Pigford G3.

Little is knownof the 4 children of Katie Buie Freeman G4 
and John Kent Brown. This compiler located the youngest, and 
only living child, in February 1960. She was Lucy Isabella known 
in family circles as LuBelle.  LuBelle was a spinster. An ex- 
change of letters ensued that lasted until her death in 1962. 

LuBelle referred to "my oldest brother" only once, but not 
by name, She stated that her "middle brother Mortimer" studied 
medicine in Dr E Scott Pigford's office in Wilmington before he 
went to college. In a later communication she referred to her 
Doctor brother. It is presumed that this wes Mortimer. John 
Kent "my youngest brother" delighted in going with the doctor 
(Dr E S Pigford) on his rounds and holding this handsome steed 
(he had a very attractive equipage with a spanking handsome 
black horse.") 

All of the children of Katie Buie Freeman Brown except 
LuBelle died rather young. This statement is substantiated by 
a remark that she passed in one of her letters to the effect 
that she felt justified in donating to the Cape Fear Museum some 
silver that had been the property of Dr Freeman's mother since 
she had no relatives to whom she might leave it. | 

There are no dates of birth on the John Kent Brown monument

I have no information in my files that would indicate the 
exact date of birth of Timothy. However, the text of the will 
of his father, Lost Billie, suggests that Timothy was one of 
the two youngest of his children. Also the listing of Timothy's 
family in the 1820 census of Duplin Co NC and the recording of 
his children in his will written in June 1823 suggest that he 
was older than his brother Solomon who according to the 1850 
census of LaudCoMiss was 66 (b in 1784). 

Timothy was the first of the five sons of Lost Billie to 
leave his home county of NHanCoNC. In 1817 Timothy Pigford 
deeded land in North Carolina to Edward Pigford. ‘:illiam Jr 
and Edward never moved from their home county. The 1820 cen- 
sus (1810 not available) lists Timothy as head of a family in 
Duplin Co NC, the only Pigford to be entered from that county. 
His will was recorded in Duplin Co NC in 1823. 

Betty Pigford, head of a household is the only Pigford 
entered in the 1830 Duplin Co NC census. 

In A History of Toomsuba, Miss (q.v.) as related to A 
Jarvis Welch by W. C. Rogers, among the first settlers of Toom- 
suba circa 1832 were "Mrs. Elizabeth Pigford and children - 
Wright, William, Timothy, Alfred and two daughters." Elizabeth 
Pigford head of a family is entered in the 1840 census of Laud 
Coiiiss. She died in 1848. (see below) 

The Timothy mentioned above is Timothy Samuel, posthumous 
child of Timothy and Elizabeth ‘Wells Pigford. 
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WILL of Timothy Pigford dated June 24, 1823. Recorded 
in October 1823 term of court, Duplin County, N. C. 


In the name of God, amen. I, Timothy Pigford of the state of 
North Carolina and County of Duplin being weak in body but per- 
fect in mind and memory, blessod be God for the same, knowing 
thet it is appointed for all men are to die, do make and ordain 
this to be my last Will end testament in manner and form as fol- 
lows thus-- | 

First, I recommend my soul to God that give it me and that my 
body have Christian like burial at the discretion of my executor 
herein after to be named. Secondly, I will that all my just 
debts and that all my lands lying in Sd County containing two 
(four?) hundred and sixty six acres including the plantation 
whereon I live with all the improvements thereon to continue 

in the possession of my beloved wife Elizabeth Pigford during 
her life and that after her decease the same to be equally di- 
vided between my children to wit: Enoch Pigford, Sarah Anne 
Pigford, Right* Pigford, Martha Pigford, Jerusha Jane Pigford, 
William Pigford, Elizabeth Pigford and Alfred Pigford to them 
and their heirs forever - and if my wife (Elizabeth Pigford) 
should be pregnant with child at this time it is my will that 
it should have share and share alike. Thirdly, I will that 
part of a tract lying in New Hanover County the right of which 
lies in my brother Solomon Pigford be sold for what it will 
fotch and the money conveyed towards the payment of my debts 
and also one grey horse. Fourthly, I will that all my live- 
stock of cattle, horses, and hogs, poultry of every descrip- 
tion, plantation tools, household furniture of every nature 

or kind be property of my beloved wife Elizabeth Pigford dur- 
ing her life and after her decease the residue of what may be 
left to be equally divided between my above mentioned children. 

I will that my executors do adopt a plan most for interest 
of my wife and family respecting a Negro Peter that I have on 
mortge* and should the Sd mortgage be paid at any time here- 
after the money to be conveyed to the use of paying my debts 
and schooling my above named children. 

Lastly I constitute and appoint my friend David Wells and 
Solomon Pigford as executors to this my last will and testa- 
ment revoking all other wills heretofore made by me the Sd. 
Timothy Pigford. 

In testimony hereof I have set my hand and seal at Dup- 
lin this 24th day of June in the year of our Lord AD 1823. 
Signed and sealed and delivered in the presence of us.

TIMOTHY PIGFORD DESCENDANTS 


ELIZABETH WELLS 
Wife of Timothy Pigford 


The information for the background of the present sub- 
ject, Elizabeth ells, was in substance taken from The Wells 
and Allied Families. This 90 page mimeographed record was 
published in 1938 by Guy Herbert ells LLD erstwhile President 
of the Georgia State College for ‘omen. 

Aecording to this record the first of this Wells family, 
Jacob Wells I came to this country with the DeGraffenreid colo- 
nists in 1710. Jacob Wells I was a native of Basel Switzerland 
area. With him came his family consisting of his wife and their 
sons Jacob II, Henry and Martin, Another child died enroute, 
Special permission was granted the family to postpone burial 
of this child until they reached the United States. 

Their boat docked first on the James river in Virginia. 
The colonists made their way from this point to New Berne 
North Carolina. 

Jacob eiis I settled on the east side of Yokey swamp a- 
bout two miles southwest of the present town of Magnolia, N.C. 

Jacob eiis II was twelve years of age when his family ar- 
rived in New Berne in 1710. He married a Miss Wright. They 
settled on the west side of Yokey swamp. They had seven chil- 
dren the oldest of whom was Jacob Wells III. 

Jacob Wells III married Nancy Roney in 1785. They set- 
tled on the east side of Rockfish creek west of Wallace NC. 

He died in 1826, Nancy died in 1833. They had 14 children 
one of whom was the present subject Elizabeth Wells. 

On page.9 of the ells and Allied Families the children 
of Jacob wells III and Nancy Boney is recorded. A simple 
statement concerning Elizabeth is entered. It reads "Betsy 
married Tim Pigford, moved to Georgia." | 

Le stated in my notes previously Betsy (Petty, Eliza- 
beth) was widowed in 1823, was entered in the 1830 Duplin 
County NC census as the head of a family. She moved with 
some of her children about 1832 to Toomsuba Lauderdale Coun- 
ty Miss., and was entered in the 1840 Lauderdale County Miss. 
census as head of a family. 

In 1958 Mrs. Grady Elmore, nee Genevieve Pigford G6 
found a gravestone in the Old Pigford cemetery near Toomsuba 
Miss. It was inscribed as follows:

The letters were in 
the possession. ‘of Mrs. Frank Haynes nee Mary Estelle Alley G6, 
Glidden Tex, granddaughter of Josepha Wright Sene and were 
loaned to The Citizen for publication. .

From her home "Riverside" Callie wrote on: HE. 28, 1862 


"...sOurite me if you can get anything for Confederate money, `

Lamr Pigford, gonercl foremn office of district superin- 
tendent Postal Tronsportotion Service retires Saturday after. 
slightly more than 49 years of continuous postal service. 

Pigford entered the railway mil service (now Postal Trans- 
portetion Service) Jan 8 1904. One of his first rogular assign- 
ments was as postal clerk on n Mississippi river stcamboat between 
Natchez and Vicksburg. He was leter assigned to o run from Jack- 
son Tenn to Mobile Linz then transferred to the Meridian and 
Shreveport RPO in 1907 where he was promoted to clerk in charge 
and served in that capacity for 25 years. On May 1, 1938 Pig- 
ford was transferred to his present position in the district 
superintendent's office where he is in charge of the personnel 
section, 2 GG 

Pigford is probably the only living postal clerk in this 
territory who hes ever been involved in an armed train robbery, 
This incident occured Dec 1 1929 near Monroe Ia, while Pigford- 
and one other clerk were on duty in the RPO car of an Illinois 
Central train. A local "Bad mn" from the vininity of Monroe, | 
nick-noned "Two Gun Blondie" held up the train, robbed tne mil 
car of registered mil and then took money ond other valuables 
from the passengers, pparently being under the influence. of 
liquor at the timo, the bandit was soon apprehended and practi- 
cally all the loot recovered, Pigford states, however, that it 
was an experience he would never care to repeat, 

Hole and hearty despite his mny years of service, Pigford 
is an export vegetable gardener, He states that he now plans to 
devoto his ontire time to the practice of his avocation, and 
visiting with his mny friends,

Joseph Alonzo Pigford (cousin Lon to this writer) was a 
successful farmer of Russell, Miss. He was possessed of bound- 
less enorgy, a trait that seemed somewhat alien to mny southern 
fermers of his time, The lack of formal training did not intimi- 
date him in mtters of tho soil. He seemed to accept the prob- 
lems peculiar to the southern farmer as a challenge, His re- 
sourcefulness was displayed in his experiments in the growing of 
products other than the ubiquitous cotton of the southland. One 
of his products was tobacco, He was probably the first in the 
area to grow strawberries in sufficient quantity for commercial 
distribution.. To expedite the shipping of strawberries he built 
a railroad spur at his berry farm so that the freshly picked 
strauberries could be loaded into the preiced refrigerator cars, 

In writing approval of this brief sketch of Joseph Alonzo 
Pigford his daughter Lillian stated "Your informtion is correct, 
Papa was a humdinger, mde us get up before daylight every morn- 
ing whether we had anything to do or not. But I guess his train- 
ing was good for us."

It was customary on Saturday afternoons for a group of 
girls and boys to meet "Miss Clem" at the church for Choir 
practice, and to clean the church and put in fresh flowers in 
preparation for Sunday's worship, but was more or less a court- 
ing session and fun. 

As time went on and the happy days were passing, Jim could 
never get Miss Clem to be serious enough to name the date when 
they would be married. Impatiently waiting he took trips and 
wandered out to Wyoming where he married and settled on a cat- 
tle ranch, much to the surprise of his friends. 

In the years that followed, Miss Clem's life was filled 
with useful activities. She had plenty of chances to marry, 
but no one seemed to fill the void in her heart that Jim had 
left. She wrote some stories that were published by magazines, 
signing her nen name "Rosemary." | 

. The Pigfords had the first cotton gin, the first cook 
stove, and the first sewing machine in the community. Brides 
brought their wedding dresses from far and near to get Àunt 
Clem to make them on the sewing machine. She was happy to make 
them and the brides spent many jolly days as her guests. She 
usually planned the church weddings and helped decorate and 
direct them. She often wondered about Jim and if they would 
heve been happy together. i : 

As time passed her life drifted into one of service, not 
only to her Mother and Brother, but to the entire community, 
She was intellectual and educated far ahead of her time, and 
her advice was sought by all. She was ambitious for her many 
nieces and nephews and her Christian influence has been felt 
by the youth of her days. . | 

Finally after a number of years had passed Aunt Clem was 
surprised to receive a letter from Jim Tinsdale in Wyoming. 

It brought the news that his wifehad been dead a year, that 

his three children were married and he was living alone. He 
mentioned that he was lonely and wanted to make a trip back 

home to see old friends and especially ber, B 

She wrote back that she and all his friends would be glad 
to see him. In the correspondence that followed, it was arrang- 
ed that since none of his family remained at the old home, she 


-would invite him to be the Pigfords' house guest. He made it 


clear that he had never been able to get her out of his mind 
and that the trip was primarily to see her. | 
Before the date of his arrival, nieces and nephews were 


sent over to help clean house and grounds. The married sisters

When Jim arrived everyone was glad to see him, even some 
of the old slaves who remembered him were glad to see "Mr. Jim."

C. A, PIGFORD, SUPERINTENDENT 


Charles Alfred Pigford G4 variously referred to as Cap, 
Cap'n, Major, The Boss, The Old Man, or just Mr. Pigford, was 
the personification of a “Railroad Man", 

His affiliation with and loyalty to the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad for forty five years, his studious approach to. funda- 
montals as he passed from one assignmont to another, his ability 
to keep in perspective the various aspects of the complicated 
world of railroading, and his humanitarian approach to the prob- 
lems of the men under his command all served to reflect the 
personality that was his. ; l | 

Lrmed with six weeks of interrupted formal schooling and a 
burning desire to work, C. A. Pigford, at the age of twenty, 
applied for a job with. the M&O RR, He was given a job as sec- 
tion hand. He began his career near Sucarnochee, Miss. In due 
time he was promoted to the job of section foreman, Later he was 
made foreman of a work train, and still later he was appointed 
Division Train Haster. In about 1899 he found himself serving 
as Superintendent of construction of the thirty mile long Nobile 

and Bayshore line, a branch extending from Mobile down the west 

coast of Mobile Day to Bayou La Batre, Ala. After completion 

of this task he was appointed Superintendent of the line. In 
addition he was placed in charge of the Mobile terminals. In 
1905 he was promoted to the Superintendency of the Mobile Divi- 
sion. He continued at this post until his separation from 
service by resignation in April, 1920, at the age of 65. 

He later accepted a position with the Gulf Mobile and 
Northern Railroad. But after a few months he suffered a stroke 
of paralysis that ended his active railroading for all time, al- 
though the GN&N, under the directorship of I. B. Tigrett, Jack- 
son, Tenne, carried.his name on its roster for several years. 

^ — The southern portion (Mobile to Corinth, Misse, or beyond 
of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad had been built immediately prior 
to the Civil ‘iar. During the four years of tbe var both the 
roadbed and. the rolling stock had suffered immeasurably.

Dad was one of the finest and most competent men I ever worked 


for. He was a prince." 

In the same year Hosea B. Abernethy wrote "Have talked 
with many railroad men on the M&O in past days about your 
father. They loved him to a man." 

In the jargon of the Navy, C. Ll Pigford ran a tight ship. 
He had complete control, perhaps because he had satisfied his 
superiors that he was equal to tne task. 

His office occupied the northeast corner of the freight 
depot, second floor, in Meridian, Miss. That spot was known 
as The Throne Room. It was there that investigations of pos- 
siblo infractions of the rules were held, usually on Sunday 
morning. And it was there that justice was dealt. Few vio- 
lators complained of the demerits given to them, which if full 
justice had been rendered would have meant the loss of their 
jobs, and tremendous hardships for their families. 

It would be difficult to recall the life of C. A. Pig- 
ford without.a note concerning the 104. The 104 was a priv- 
ate (business) car assigned to him during his tenure as Sup- 
erintendent of the Mobile Division. This was his home away 
from home. It has been said that he slept more nights in the 
104 than in his home. He. traveled frequently the five hundred 
miles of railroad entrustod to his supervision. 

A typical scene aboard the 104 would find him with his 
hat on and pulled low over his eyes, seated in his favorite 
leather cushioned wicker chair on the right side of the ob- 
servation compartment facing aft, and with several of his 
subordinates seated around about. Depending upon the persons 
with him, he would be heard discussing with one the problems 
perculiar to his field. with the roadmaster, the discussion 
would relate to grades, curves, rails, crossties, tie plates 
or ballast; with the trainmaster, the matter of train sche- 
dules, the areas where speed might be accelerated or decelerated, 
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the dispatching of trains or tonnage; or with the supervisor, 
the section gangs; the foreman, the number of hands or the work 
hours.

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T The early years in the life of Walter Scott Pigford G4 
were years of hardship and tragedy. His father died in late 
1863. In Feb 1864 soon after his sixth birthday a detachment 
of Federal Troops under the command of General William Tecumseh 
Sherman bivouacked across the road from the family home. He 
witnessed the burning of bales of cotton, the needless slaught- 
er of animals and poultry, the daily trespassing of the troops 
upon his mother's property with their practice of thrusting 
their bayonets into the ground in search of buried meat, the 
long days of want and hunger before the next crops could be 
harvested, and the days of hardship imposed by the carpet bag- 
gers during the period of reconstruction, These experiences 
made profound impressions upon his mind as well as those of his 
brothers and sisters. 

After the ar between the States Scott's brothers and sis- 
ters moved elsewhere as they attained the age of majority, or 
were married. 

Scott chose to remain behind. "hen he began his family in 
1879 he built his home across the road from that of his mother. 
He was thus able to care for her until she died in 1910. Dur- 
ing this thirty year period his brothers and sisters were given 
comforting reassurance concerning their aging mother's welfare. 

Scott Pigford lived his entire life time in the Lockhart 
Community. A mild mannered person, he maintained an active 
interest in community affairs. 

Like many other landowners in the South he observed the 
development of, and was a participant in the post Civil War era 
of tenant farming (share cropping), an era that happily had be- 
gun to fade at tho time of his death in 1939 at the age of 81. 

In a letter written by Minnie &gnes Jinkins Abernathy in 
1940 she stated "Uncle Scott the last of the family, died last 
yeare He was such a dear sweet old gentleman."

"Died on tho 26th day of May at his residence in Lauderdale 
Co iss (Fla) Mr Solomon Pigford in his 73rd year. Native of 
New Hanover County where he lived for 54 years." 

Solomon Pigford is entered in the 1820 NHanCoNC census, 
listed as head of a household. Marriod, he was in the 26-44 
age group as was the age group of his wife. In the household 
one male age 10-15 years (Owen?) one female 10-15 not traced 
and one male under lO (.jilliam b 1811). He is not entered in 
the 1840 NHanCoNC census. See LaudCoMiss 1840 census. 

The 1830 census MHanCoNC shows the same family group, the 
ages tallying with the previous decadal census. 

The following information was passed to me by Mrs, T. C. 
Duncan nee Maude E, iicElroy G6 Portsmouth Va from information 
she received from The Historical Foundation Presbyterian Church, 
Montreat, ii. C. It is essentially as stated below. 

The Rockfish Church near wallace, Ne C. was established 
officially in 1756. The record books of this church are so 
old (over a hundred years) and paper so faded and worn that 
only a portion alone can be read with certainty of factse 

The earliest session records that they have is for Feb. 
13, 1836. ùt this meeting it was resolved to approve the 
forming of an organization of a Püssionary Association Auxil- 
iary to the General Assembly Board of Sessions ---Owen Pigford 
appointed Treasurer and Secretary--- 

Minutes of another Session Meeting which took place Feb 
25, 1838 show that a certificate was obtained by Solomon after 
having made known that he, Jerusha Pigford --- illiam Pigford 
intended to move to the west. : 

The last mention that could be found concerning Owen Pigs 
ford was that he attended a Session Meeting in hpril 1838. 

Cwen and Solomon were Elders in the Rockfish Church. 

Records of the Oxford Church near Cuba, Alae, also near 
Lauderdale, Hiss show that this church was organized in 1840, 
and among the charter members were listed Solomon Pigford, 

Mrs. Jerusha Pigford, and Owen Pigford, Mrs. Sarah M.. Pigford. 
Solomon and Owen were among the elders installed. 

| 1860 record shows that m.e He Pigford with others was 
installed as Elder. william H. Pigford was pròbabiy william 
Hinton Pigford, son of Owen and Sarah Maria. In 1839 Solomon Ande 
Pigford deeded land in North Carolina to Edward Pigford. . 
The 1840 Lauderdale County Hiss census shows five vigford 
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families entered. On one page are the families of Solomon, 
Owen and william. Several. pages beyond are the families of 7 
Elizabeth widow of Timothy G2 and “right G3 son of Elizabeth. 

The 1840 Lauderdale County Miss census shows both Solomon 
and his wife to be somewhat younger than expected from the 1830 
New Hanover County NC census, but the 1850 census shows their _ 
age has "caught up" with them. | 

The female daughter? listod in the 1820 and 1830 census 
reports of New Hanover County NC does not appear in the 1840 
census. In the 1850 Lauderdale County Miss census Solomon's 
age is given as 66, his wife Lucretia, age 64 both born in 
North Carolina. | "E 

The 1860 Lauderdale County census shows no entry for a 
Solomon Pigford. He died in Lauderdale Co 26 May 1857. His 
grave is probably one of the several unmarked graves in the 
Oxford cemetery located near Cuba, Ala. and Lauderdale, Laud- ` 
erdele Co, Miss. | i 

The 1860 census of Lauderdale County des does show a J. 


Pigford female age 75 born North Carolina residing in the house- 


hold of William Pigford G3 who was to move in 1866 to Texas. 
This J. Pigford is doubtless Jerusha (known to the family by 
that name) Lucretia (Lucinda?) widow of Solomon. .

The "new arrivals" from England came to this country in 
the 1880s from County Durham England "where they always lived." 
They and their antecedents in England were and “always have 
been" coal miners. l 

Chronologically, the first Pigford mentioned in this re- 
port was Thomas illiam Pigford DGl. His wife was Ann Hunter. 

Two sons of Thomas William Pigford and ann Hunter were the 
first of this family group to come to Americc. They were John 
Pigford born 1863 and Matthew Pigford born 1868, They arrived 
in the United States about 1885-1886 and settled in Weir City, 
Cherokee County, Kansas. 

The first child of these "new arrivals" to be born in the 
United States was John Thomas Pigford son of Matthew's wife 
Emma Taylor. He was born in Veir City 23 Aug 1888. 

The first child to be born to John's wife Elizabeth Jane 
Beck was Thomas Jilliam Pigford. He was born 11 Jun 1889 als 
in ieir City. 

Notes The relationship of this family group from County 
Durham England and William Pigford Gl (Lost Billie) has not 
been established. For this reason and the definitely known 
origin of the family group presently under consideration, the 
County Durham group will be identified in this volume by the 
symbol DG plus the appropriate numeral.

The following was taken from a letter written to the 
author on March 26, 1960, by Annie Lee Bond of Cedar Bluff, 


MisSe: 


"I am wondering how many of the descendants of Mary Pig- 
ford (Molly, Maulsy) and James (Jim) Bond have a spoon engraved 
with JeM.B. My father, William Robert Bond told me the follow- 
ing story: James Bond rode horse back and went back to ï. C. 
in 1833, the next year after he had moved to Lauderdale County, 
Miss., and got land from the Government after the Dancing Rabbit 
Treaty. ‘hile in N. C. he had two dozen spoons made of coin

"Eventually, these spoons were given to the grandchildren 
of James and Mary Bond.

MERIDIAN (MISS) STAR 
Jan. 3, 1937

One of the most kindly souls who ever lived in our Meri- 
dian community is Mr. "e C. Rogers, Confederate soldier and 
gentleman. Retrieved from the paths of his memory comes the 
following: 

"At Peter Bozeman's mill on Toomsuba creek, about a half 
mile south of Toomsuba, the men folk of the community would 
meet and practice rifle shooting. 

"This was during the years from 1854 to 1860 as I remem- 
ber. dates. They would meet every Saturday evening. Some one 
of tne club would put up a beef as prize and the best shot won. 
They used the best rifles to be had in that day. At one of our 
club meetings after the shooting match was over, George Finley, 
who was bookkeeper at the time for William Pigford, of Lockhart, 
stepped out about ten steps from Peter Bozeman and said, 'I am 
fool enough to let any man shoot a sardine can off my head.‘ 
And Mr. Bozeman said, ‘I can shoot it off.’ 

"So the sardine can was placed on Finley's head (the red 
wrapper on the end of the box made a good target) and Bozeman 
put the bullet in the center of the wrapper. Alford “illis, 
being the next best marksman, said, *I would like to take a 
crack at it." His bullet struck a little bit to the right of 
the wrapper and a little lower down," 

And here Mr. Rogers ended his account of by-gone days.

THE YANKEES CALL ON MRS. PIGFORD 


After the fall of Vicksburg 4 July 1863 .illiam Tecumseh 
Sherman then in command of the Federal forces in Hemphis was 
ordered to Vicksburg to relieve Gen. U. S. Grant who was ordered 
to “washington. 

The following winter General Sherman decided upon a cam- 
paign of terror and destruction to further weaken the south. 

He led a sizable force eastward following the route of and des- 
troying along the way the east-west railroad later known as 
the Alabama and Vicksburg. 

He arrived in Meridian, kiss., 14 February 1864, and estab- 
lished his headquarters in this four year old town that had be- 
come a relatively large center for the storage of cotton, cloth- 
ing and other materials needed for the Confederate men of combat. 

From his headquarters he sent out small detachments 
throughout the county with orders to destroy all instruments and 
supplies that might aid the rebels. 

The word quickly spread that such a plan was being enacted. 
When Mrs. William Wells Pigford, Sr., recently widowed, received 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


the news she reacted quickly by placing freshly slaughtered . 
beef sprinkled with flour upon her front gallery. ‘hen the 
Yanks arrived she said "There it is boys, help yourselves." 
When asked what was sprinkled on the beef she answered "Paris 
Green," (A common arsenic compound used in the south as a 
universal parasiticide): , 

The soldiers who were bivouecked across the road walked 
away without touching her beef. They nevertheless made daily 
incursion over her premises thrusting their bayonets into the 
ground in search of buried meat.

THE LIFE OF WILLIAM DAVIS PIGFORD G5 


Papa was born January twenty first eighteen hundred and 
ninety one in the house in Tonic where he now lives, He feels 
it a distinct honor to live in the same house all his life. 

He is the youngest of five children, three boys and two girls. 
The oldest child, a boy, died when he was a year and several 
months old. Papa never saw his oldest borther.  shen Papa was 
small, he played dolls with his sisters. The boys then wore 
dresses until they were several years old. Papa wore dresses 
until he was five years old and cried when they made him put on 
pants. shen Papa was two years old, a cyclone came through | 
Toomsuba and almost destroyed it. | 

Papa started to school at the Tonic schoolhouse that stood 
just beyond the presont building. Papa finished public school 
in 1911 in the present Tonic school building. During public 
school life, Papa had to come home for dinner and miss most of 
the play period. Then, he thought that one of his greatest 
hardships. The schoolhouse was less than one fourth mile from 
his home. After school, he would hitch the horses to the wagon, 
haul in the cotton, haul wood, and help feed the farm animals. 
Papa had great fun, during vacation, playing ball in the grove 
in front of his home with the neighbor boys. Of course he help- 
ed on tho farm. In the winter, especially during Christmas 
holidays, he clerked in his father's store. Papa entered & and 
M College September, 1911. ‘hile there, he played on the Laud- 
erdele County football team. Because of the boll weevil coming 
to this part of the country, business conditions were bad; 
therefore he remained in college only one year. When Papa was 
nineteen years old, his father died of typhoid fever. About 
1912 Papa called a meeting of the trustees and patrons of Tonic 
school to talk over the matter of consolidation. The Tonic | 
trustees called together a meeting of the trustees and patrons 
of surrounding schools together. Papa felt that through his 
efforts, one of the first consolidated schools in Mississippi. 
was built, not in his own district but in the Kewanee~Alamucha 
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. Hattiesburg, Laurel, and Gulfport. 


"PIGFORD FAMILY 


Later this school consolidated with Toomsuba school, 
and at present. our Dixie Highway school. In 1915 Papa called 
the neighbors and. formed a telephone company. He was elected 
President of the rural telephone line. The line extended from 
Horne Lowe's to Toomsuba. Papa, with the help of neighbors, 
started the Tonic Literary Society. Because of his efforts, 
the neighbors made him president of the Society. Although 
Papa helped start the. consolidation movement and feels proud 
of it, you never hear him speak or brag about it. ‘In 1913 
Papa visited the famous old historic city of Natchez. He 

crossed the Mississippi River where it is a mile wide. He 
crossed into Louisiana on a ferry boat. 

In 1915 he went to Laurel as a delegate for the 7.0.i/, 

Papa went to Bessemer and Birmingham, Alabama. While there, 
he visited the red ore mines and where the ore is melted in 
furnaces and is run out as red liquid iron into send to cool.

Grandpa was born November 9, 1853 near Toomsuba, Missis- 
sippi. He moved about two miles below Tonic when he was young. 
He spent most of his boyhood at Lount Gilead. Grandpa's great 
pastime, when a boy, was hunting deer and other wild game. He 
played baseball, but had no gloves, mitts, or masks, as the 
beys of today have. One time Grandpa was sitting on a fence, 
playing with a crooked neck gourde He held it in the crook 
of his arm. He fell off the fence and broke his arm and it 
was always crooked after that. ien he was young, he weighed 
cotton with Mister Cherlie Pardon. During tho Reconstruction 
days, Grandpa belonged to the original Ku Klux Klan. During 
one of their raids, he was riding on another horse behind Mis: 
tor Monroe Keeton, when a negro shot Mister Keeton. Mister 
Keeton was an uncle of ister Jackson Keeton of Toomsuba. 
Grandpa was seven years old when the Civil ar began. 

He was a member of the Y.O.. and the Masonic Lodge. 

Grandpa married in 1883. He built a house in Tonic where 
Grannie lives now. He was a farmer and kept a store in 1896 
and left a good business at his death. Grandpa died of typhoid 
fever in 1910. He was broad shouldered and six feet and three 
inches tall.

The man's wife with whom she lived 
had been very cruel and exacting to her, but was sorry to 
give her up. Ellena said she was preparing the evening meal 
when the man came in and told her of her good fortune. His 
wife flew into a rage, saying she could never keep a good 
servant any time. 

Here we lose track of Ellena for some time, but suppose 
she married quite young, as she was married three times. One 
of her husbands was named King and one Wright. Our family 
descended from the one named King. My mother's mother being 
named Nancy King, to perpetuate the name. She lived to the 
age of 100 years and was blind for some time before her death. 
She had a remarkable memory and would repeat whole chapters 
of the Bible from memory. 

Ellena's peonle in England belonged to the Upper Class 
and employed servants, as she said her mother never nursed 
her oun children. But as her offsprings were so numerous, 
that would have been quite a burden, as she had 21 children - 
having twins ton times. Ellena was the only one who was not 
a twin. It is supposed she lived in Virginia, as my grendmother 
says her grandparents fled from Virginia to North Carolina to es- 
capo the Indians. 

Ellena's daughter, Nancy King, my mother's great grand- 
mother, married a men by the name of Tripp.* Her daughter 
Jemima Tripp, my mother's grandmother, married William Stall- 
worth, an Englishman and a loyal subject to the King. de 
could not be persuaded to take up erms against the King curing 
the Revolutionary War; consequently, belonged to the party 
called Torries. William Stallworth and his brother Thomas, 
who married a sister of his wife, Margarette Tripp, lived to- 
gether for mutual protection. 

Meny incidents that happened during that stormy period 
have been told to their descendants. On one occasion during 
the War of the Revolution, a party of ‘Whigs came to their 
house one day and one Major Robinson, the leader of the »arty, 
on looking around saw William's watch hanging on the wall. He 
walked up and appropriated it to himself, upon which ‘William's 
wife seaing the Major put the watch into his pocket quietly 
asked him, "Is that yours?" He sheepishly replied, "No, Madam, 
but I thought I would take it." She calmly said to him, "ell, 
I believe I would put it back." He did so and then left. On 
another occasion the soldiers found out that Thomas and Wil- 
liam were at home and went to arrest them. The soldiers came 
upon them unarmed and they started to run. One of the soldiers 
drew his gun. ith the exclamation "Don't shoot" she knocked 
the gun up and it was discharged in the air, no one being in- 
jured. After the war, however, they became loyal citizens to 
the commonwealth. 

William and Jemima Stallworth reared two sons, Joseph 
and Hicholas, and five daughters, Sarah, Elizabeth, Margarette, 
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Nancy and Jemima. Jemima was the mother of the brave Col. 
Travis who died in. the defense of the Alamo during the Mexican 
Sar. Nancy King Stallworth married Danicl Rogers, grandson 
of Daniel Rogers who came to this country from Ireland and 
settled at Columbia, Ze C.e, on the Saluda River. He lived to 
be nearly 100 years old and was quite a character in his day. 
It is related of him thet he knew nothing of counting money 
by the American method of dollars and cents. i 

On one occasion while at Charleston trading, he took a 
notion that he was being swindled: by the merchants with whom 
he was trading. He flew into a rage and pronounced a curse: 
on them and their town, telling them they might goto Purga- 
tory with dollars and cents if they would only give him his 
shillings and pence, and wished there would come a flood and 
sweep the town from the face of the earth. His wish came near 
fulfilled for that very night a perfect deluge came and it was 
even afterwards referred. to as the "Rogers Flood." Daniel
